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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The latest estimate of the population shows that during the 
first three months of 1908 the total increase was 8,649, or at the rate of 
2-2 per cent. per annum. Of this increase, 6,449 was due to excess of 
births, and 2,200 to excess of immigration. 


Trade.—The imports during May were valued at £2,612,998, which shows 
a decrease of £763,599, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the five months there was a decrease of £1,327,636, or 
nearly 9 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during May amounted to £1,244,709, as compared with 
£1,813,612 in 1907 ; the total for the five months was £7,627,682, a 
decrease of £282,377 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were decreases in almost all the principal articles, boots and shoes, 
machines and machinery, and sugar showing increases. Gold also shows 
a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for May amounted to £1,625,290, and show a 
decrease of £237,094 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Wool decreased by £25,000, minerals by £101,000, wheat by 
£22,000, and meats by £31,000. For the five months there was a 
decrease in the oversea exports of £3,796,197, or over 27 per cent., as 
compared with last year. Most of the principal articles show large 
decreases: Wool, £2,452,000; wheat, £650,000 ; minerals, £406,000 ; 
meats, £197,000; skins, £216,000; and tallow, £99,000; coal and 
wine alone show increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the 
exports of the former during the five months decreased by £4,037,773, 

“ but the latter increased by £241,576. 


Public Finances,—The Public Accounts for May show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,077,297, or £97,244 less than in May of last 
year. During the eleven months ended 31st May the revenue was 
£12,917,287, being £708,557, or 5°8 per cent. more than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year. The principal increases in receipts 
during the eleven months were—From Commonwealth returns, £707,565 ; 
Railways, £379,002 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £24,346. The returns 
from taxation decreased by £255,154; and Land Revenue, £86,254. 
The expenditure during May was £743,247, a decrease of £35,242 
as compared with May of last year. During the eleven months the 
expenditure was £11,221,698, being £2,223, more than in 1906—-7. 
Expenditure on Government Departments decreased by £81,439, and on 
Business Undertakings increased by £162,439. Interest payments 
decreased by £73,727. On the 31st May, 1908, the balance to credit 
of the Consolidated Revenue Account was £1,912,381. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during May was 21,792 0z. crude, equal 
to 19,295 oz. fine, valued at £81,961. The value of gold produced 
during the five months was £410,316, which showed a decrease of 
£121,421, as compared with the corresponding period of 1907. 


Prices.—The general index number for May was the lowest of any month 
for nearly three years, and was over 18 per cent. lower than for May of 
last year. The index number for pastoral produce was IO, six 
metals 1,042, and for all articles 1,147. During the month the prices 
of metals and wool declined largely, whereas butter and wheat showed 
a considerable advance. Other articles remained at about the same 
level as in April. 


Meteorology.—During May the rainfall was for the most part below the 
average. Only a few stations, and those widely scattered, had falls in 
excess of the average. The temperature generally was slightly in excess 
of the average. 


Land Selections.—During May 280 new settlers applied for 145,582 acres ; 
and 77,581 acres, representing 124 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 987, and the area applied for 534,113 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
339,710 acres, representing 456 blocks.

*Based on the returns from the last year, 1906-7, the capital value of the Business Undertakings 
was £86,104,000—namely, Railways and Tramways, £67,752,000 ; Water Supply and Sewerage, 
£11,257,000 ; Sydney Harbour Trust, £6,151,000 ; and Darling Harbour Resumptions, £844,060. 


Norr.—The above statement is not put forward as a State Balance Sheet, but as an 
approximate valuation of the resources on which the State may rely as security for the 
public creditors. The debt has been incurred principally on works of a permanent 
character, 79 per cent. being oa reproductive works, 8 per cent. on indirectly productive 
works for the facilitation of traffic, and 13 per cent. on unproductive works. 


The value of the securities has been calculated by taking first the actual net return 
from the business undertakings of the State for the three years ended June, 1907, and 
capitalising at 34 per cent. The value of the public, lands has been estimated on the 
basis only of the annual revenue received and the amount still outstanding on land 
alienated. The 22 million acres still unalienated have not been taken into account. There 
is, therefore, little doubt that the value quoted is greatly under-estimated, but no 
valuation has been made by the Lands Department. In addition, the actual amount of 
the Sinking fund and Cash in hand on 30th June, 1907, has been included. 


It will be seen from the statement that the securities exceeded the debt by 174 
millions sterling, which may be regarded as extremely satisfactory; and here it might be 
pointed out that State properties can hardly be valued on the basis of a private business 
undertaking. State properties are not expected to earn as a maximum a much higher net 
return than is due for interest on the capital expended. When the results are much in 
excess of the interest due, public opinion at once demands that reductions be made in 
the rates and charges. It should also be borne in mind that in valuing the securities no 
account has been taken of works not directly producing revenue, such as harbour works, 
roads and bridges, and others, although, of course, indirectly these works have been of 
great service in developing the country.
